and the loy alists took place.

The government js monopolizing the tele­ 
graph wires to Ireland and no privato or 
press li patches can b eg ot through.

Campbell Bannerman, chief secretary fur 
Ireland, stated in reply to a question in the 
house that tho government had received in­ 
formation of a disturbance at Mallow, but 
as y et were not in position to state tho exact 
facts in relation to tho affair. 
There was 
great excitement around the places of public 
resort in tho city when the news of the riot 
spread. 
D ublin , April 14.—The riot at Mallow 
Monday was apparently incited by Lord 
May or J ohn O’Connor, of this city , who, 
when hissed by a crowd which h al assem­ 
bled to bid adieu to the prince of Wales, 
flew into a pa-si on and threatened to inform 
the Parnellites ot Cork and Mallow of what 
had occurred: 
“ You will see what will 
happen, then,” he added. 
Mr. O’Connor addressed a National league 
assembly here Monday night, and indulged 
in language of tne most openly treasonable 
character. 
“ Men,” he criod, “ rebel! 
The 
people of Cork are in open robellion, and the 
first shot has been firel at 
Mallow. 
I 
have just returned from Mallow, where I 
have seen Irishmen reeking in their blood 
from bay onet wounds, 
O’Brien was the 
first to fall.” 
The result of th an utterances was to in­ 
flame tho listeners to frenzy . 
The sconei of 
the Mallow riot were repeated, a general 
melee taking place between the Nationalists 
and a large number of peoplo not in sy m- 
l>atby with them, who had joined the moot­

CA U SES T H E 
C O LLA P SE OF EIGHT 
FIV E- STO RY BUILDINGS. 


Sixty W orkm en Carried Down w ith the 
Crush—Sev eral R eliev ed To Re K illed, 
and 
Many 
W onnded—O ther 
Serious D isasters. 


N ew Y ork . April 14.—Eig ht brick build­ 
ings in Sixty -second >treet, situated between 
Tenth and Eleventh avenu**» , on the south 
side of the street, fell Monday afternoon 
with a crash. 
They were well on toward 
completion, and men were at work both in­ 
side and on tho roof. 
The houses 
wore in­ 
tended for tanements. 
About 3 o’clock the 
easternmost wall sagged, and the support­ 
ing timbers broke with a loud crash. 
The 
sixty or more men who were scattered 
around th© buildings had no time to even 
attempt to escapo, as in what seemed hardly 
five seconds’ time tb© whole structure had 
fallen in and was a mass of ruins. 
Shrieks 
and groans at once arose from the im­ 
prisoned 
workmen.

which brought every ambulance in the city 
to the scene. 
The Paulist priests from the 
Fifty -ninth Street semiuary also hurried 
thither and were quickly at work mm ¡stor­ 
ing to the wounded and dy ing men as they 
were brought out. 
Great crowds of jieople 
assembled, but a cordon of police k<*pt a 
space clear for this work of the rescuers. 
The women and children of tho families of 
some of the men employ ed in tho buildings 
were in the crowds and their cries and 
lamentations added to the painfulm-is of the 
scene. 
• The first of the injured to b ? taken out 
were tho following. 
Thomas King, back in­ 
jured; J ohn McAmraary , thigh broken and 
badly injured intornally : J ohn Hchuafc, se­ 
vere internal injuries; J ames Coatlor, back 
injured;

These were 
taken to the Roosevelt hospital in F ifty - 
ninth street. 
Volunteers were calfed for to 
aid the firemen in removing the debris, and 
soon a large force was at work, stimulated

mass. 
It seemed hardly possible taut all of 
the men could have escajied death, but 
it was several hours before the facts could 
be discovered.

“ I was nev er drunk but once in my lit.'.” 
said m y friend, the ex-congressman, “ and 
that was the night we receiv ed the news 
that Lee had surrendered to Grant. 
I was 
at Columbus, Ohio, on that day, and a well- 
known Sunday-school organizer and myself 
went ov er to Gov ernor Brough’s office to 
learn if he had any news from Grant 
The 
gov ernor had a telegraph instrument in his 
office, and those of us on the inside often 
went there at night to get the latest war 
news. 
“ We met stout old Gov ernor Brough in 
the hail, coming toward us with a quicker 
step than was his wont 
He slowed up 
when he saw us, and to our demand for 
news said quietly. 
‘There is v ery little/ 
be said brusquely and with simulated im­ 
patience, but there was an after tremble to 
his v oice and a something in his eye that 
caused me to clutch his arm with one hand 
and get ready to swing my hat with the 
other. 
The old gov ernor 
dropped 
his 
brusqueness and said with heav y tender­ 
ness of tone, There is v ery little news, but 
it is ov erwhelming good.’ 
“ After tantalizing us for a minute he said 
plainly that Grant and Leo had had a little 
talk, and that the latter had agreed to 
Grant’s terms of surrender. 
There were 
around Brough at that minute six or eight 
sober-minded, self-possessed gentlemen, but 
after one screech in chorus they were wilder 
than any boys I ev er saw. 
They danced 
and screamed and whooped, 
and then 
seiz­ 
ing the gov ernor, literally carried him back 
to his office for more 
news. 
“W hen wo left the streets th ey had a Sab- 
bathclay q uietness. W hen we cam e o u t a fte r 
the few m inutes spent 
in tbe capitol they 
were aliv e w ith people. 
Men, wom en and 
children seem ed to 
hav e rushed like m ad 
into th e ra iny night. 
The church bells were 
clanging, and ev erybody 
was shouting and 
siuging. 
It S3emed incredible 
th a t in so 
sh o rt a tim e the whole population 
should 
hav e receiv ed notice of the su rrender, 
but 
such new s trav eled rapidly. 
‘ They pu t G ov ernor B rough on a pile of 
brick in the m iddle of the street, and he 
spoke in the rain. 
Then the m em bers 
of the 
legislature and others 
w ent to th e Neil 
house fo r a jollification. 
I dra nk 
a good 
deal in sheer absent-m indedness, as did m y 
Sunday school friend. A fte r 
a tim e I started 
to go upstairs to bad, and was dum bfounded 
to discov er th a t m y feet w ouldn’t tak e m e up 
w ith the usual skipping step. 
My legs below 
the knees doubled up in the m ost absurd 
w ay, b u t I was determ iued to skip, and I 
kept experim enting until it flashed across 
m y m ind th a t I was tipsy.” 
“T h at w as a grand nig h t,” pu t in a n e x­ 
a rm y oflieer. 
‘ I was th ere m yself, b u t 1 was 
intoxicated only w ith th e wild spirit of re ­ 
joicing. 
I rem em ber th a t w hile G ov ernor 
Brough was speaking from th e brick-pile in 
the stre e t it bo*au to ra in hard. 
The gov ­ 
ernor had taken off his hat, and I stood so 
near th a t I could h ear the drops spa tte r on 
his bald head, and could see the splashing 
g litte r in the lam p-light. The people shouted 
to the gov ernor to pu t on his h at, but w ith a 
v oic o husky w ith em otion he replied, *No, 
not in such a nig h t.’ 
He was glad to stand 
uncov ered on such a night, and ill the lium- 
hie ness of a drenching th ank God for Hi-» 
g o ln s- to the laud an I tue jieoplc*. 
“Insta ntly ev ery ht*al in th a t trem endous 
crow d was uncov ered, and w ith one v oice 
they smug. ‘Praise (tod from whom all bless­ 
ing- flow.’

F rom a beggar boy, whoso 
g re a t da rk eyes look up a t him fro m beneath 
a glorious tangle of gold-brow n locks, he 
glances tow ard an old fisherm an, in a worn 
su it of sun-subdued delicious blue, who is 
bargaining for hot chestnuts w ith a loq ua­ 
cious, red-haired, graceful girl, th e tu rn of 
whose head recalls som e m asterpiece of a 
w orld-know n V enetian m aster. 
“l ’rofessore mio, paint m e,” says w ith a 
g rin betokening relish of a j >ko, a sun­

singularly m arked on the parade ground, 
w here the negroes ab%orlie 1 the m usic like 
air, and m urcked not to, but with the ta p of 
the dru m , while the Indians kept tim e only 
by a close atte ntio n to th eir neighbors’ he**! 
and the sw aying touch of th eir elbows. And 
again, in the gym nasium , whore the diplo­ 
m as wore giv en, the nogroes, under an e b ­ 
ony leader w ith a v oice like m elodious thun 
tier, sang as if inspired.
